The figures were compiled from returns which were made while the crops were being harvested, 
and depend upon statements furnished by each of 16,965 wheat-growers in the State. 


The area harvested for grain was 4,072,600 acres, including 191,600 acres which failed entirely. 


The area sown for hay was 383,800 acres, including 14,000 acres which failed. The fed-off area 
was 12,100 acres, making a total of 4,468,5€0 acres sown with wheat, an increase of 469,240 acres over 
the previous season. 


The stocks of old season’s wheat and flour held in the State at the end of November, 1928, were 
(in equivalent wheat) 2,750,100 bushels, and the estimated exportable surplus was estimated to exceed’ 
35,000,000 bushels as compared with approximately 14,250,000 bushels in the preceding season.
